HENRY WEAVER FALLS DBAD 


Drops Lifeless While Eating Sun- 
day Dinner with Family. 


JOKING AS THE END COMES. 


Well Known Both as a Coal Operator 
and a Philanthropist. 


- 

While seated at the dinner table, surround- 
ed by members of his family, Henry E. 
Weaver, one of the most prominent coal op- 
erators and dealers in the country, suddenly 
was stricken with apoplexy and died instant- 
ly shortly after 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

The circumstances of Mr. Weaver’s death 
were dramatic. He was relating one of the 
many stories of which he was fond of tell- 
ing at dinners, when suddenly he gasped for 
breath, clasped his hand to his head, and 
fell forward on the table. 

Thotoughly alarmed, the members of his 
family Tushed to his side to give him aid by 
loosening his collar and garments in the be- 
Hef that he only had fainted. But death haa 
been instantaneous and af their efforts to 
restore him were of noavail. What had been 
a happy, cheerful family gathering was 
turned in a moment into one of grief stricken 
relatives, 

Dr. E. F. ‘Wells, 4744 Woodlawn avenue, 
was summoned hurriedly and he arrived only 
a few minutes after Mr. Weaver was 
stricken. After a hurried examination. Dr. 
Wells announced thkt death was caused by 
a stroke of apoplexy and practically had 
been instantaneous. The body was lifted by 
loving, tender Hands and carried upstairs, 
where it was placed in the room formerly 
occupied by Mr. Weaver. 


Members of Family at Table. 


At the table, when Mr. Weaver died, were 
Mrs. Weaver, Lawrence G. Weaver, the 
oldest son; Mra. Michael B. Wells, the oldest 
daughter; Hamilton P. Wéaver, 9 years old, 
the youngest child; Mr. Wells, son-in-la 
and Mr. and Mra Wardell Guthrie, pare 
of Mrs. Weaver. Carolyn P. Weaver, 18 
years old, the yourgest daughter, is at school 
in Washington, D. C. 

Death came as a complete surprise to the 
family, for while Mr. Weaver had not beer 
quite well for a week, he did not consider 
himself ill and had been at his office every 
day. During the last few days he frequently 
complained of headaches and believed he was 
suffering from a mild case of indigestion. 
Beyond this, his health was considered geod. 

He and Mrs. Weaver drove to church yes- 
terday morning, as was their custom on 
Sundays, attending services at the Kenwood 
Evangelical church, Forty-sixth street and 
Greenwood avenue. After church they went 
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| Bpperently was in the best of health and 
chatted cheerfully with the members of his 
family. 


Last of Public Services. 


Almost the last public service performed by 
Mr. Weaver was a visit to the St. Charles 
Home for Boys, of which he was one of the 
trustees, on Saturday afternoon. He madea 
careful examination, he said, “ of cottages, 
grounds, and boys,” in the expectation of 
making an informal report to the othér trus- 
tees today, when they meet to consider a suc- 
cessor for Bupt. Nelson W. McLain, resigned. 

** Ah, I tell you that is a fine scaool,”’ said 
Mr. Weaver, in taiking to a reporter for 
Tue TRIBUNE an hour prior to his death 
“Do you know I saw boys around 
the grounds with their arms over each 
others shoulders like college boys? The place 
had the atmosphere of a hotne, and I am 
mighty giad I have hada handinit. Notall 
institutions prove s0 satisfactory to their 


trustees.”’ 


History of His Life. 
Mr. Weaver was born in Cambria, N. Y., 
Oct. 27, 1854, and came to Chicago in 1874. 
He was educated in the public school of Cam- 


bria and high school at Lockport, N. Y. He | 


also entered Yale college, but was com- 
pelled to abandon his studies on account of 
serious iliness. 

After arriving in Chicago he engaged in 
various enterprises until 1879, when he be- 
came clerk for West, McGarry & Co., coal 
dealers. He received an Interest in the busi- 
ness in 1880, when the senior partner retired, 
and the firm of Weaver, Daniels & Co. was 
organized. Then, in 1883, he bought out Mr. 
Daniels’ interest and consolidated with an 
Ohio firm, the Chicago firm being known as 
Weaver, Tod & Co. Later he acquired an- 
ether interest and incorporated under the 


| mame of Weaver Coal and Coke company, of 


which he was president until 1003. 

In 1904 he organized the Henry EB. Weaver 
Coal and Coke company, which later became 
the Weaver Coal and Coke company, of 
which he was president at the time of his 
death. The offices of the company are in the 
Railway Exchange bullding. 

Well Known for Charitable Work. 

Beside being a leading figure in the coal 
business, Mr. Weaver was interesied in 
many charitable enterprises. He was vice 
president and trustee of the St. Charles 
Home for Boys, and was active in promoting 
the Waifs’ mission and other missions in 
Chicago. In 1901 be was active and instru- 
mental in establishing free bathing beaches 
for men and boys at various points along the 
Chicago lake front. He also founded the 
Weaver Hero Medals’ association, which an- 
nually awards medals for bravery in saving 


life. The latest medals were awarded 
s aankegiving day in St. James’ Episcopal 
ehurch. 


Mr. Weaver was married in 1880 to Miss 
Addie G. Guthrie of Chicago, The family 
residence is at 41:42 Drexel boulevard. The 
funeral. will be held on Wednesday. Com- 
plete funeral arrangements have not been 
made. ;

Miss McLeod, who was found with a bullet | 


hole in her breast,. lies at the point of death 
at the Chicago Emergency hospital, 309 Fifth 
avenue. If she lives she probably will be 
paralyzed. 

Altheugh Niemann’s lips were not unsealed 
to tell the tale of the tragedy, and the girl 
has spoken little of the scene in the hotel, 
yet the story which led to the shooting was 
laid bare during the ddy. It is a story ofa 
young Man sowing a.crop of wild oats and 
reaping a whirlwind of death with tears and 
suffering for others. 


Shattered Hopes and Jealousy. 


It is the police theory that the man was 
shot by the woman in a moment of frenzy 
because he refused to right the wrong he 
had done. This jealousy was caused by her 
discovery that the man who had held up the 
hope of marriage to her for a year—even en- 
tering into a written contract to wed—in real-

Shadow on Three Families. 


As a stone dropped into a quiet pool starts 
a thousand ripples, so the sin of the young 
man visited itself upon three innocent fami- 
lies.

wife; They had been estranged for months, 
but met during the day at the hospitai.

Niemann was shot once in the back of the 
head.

The 
bullet took a downward course. 

The révolver was found under Niemann. It 
is believed that the weapon belonged to him, 
although his brothers will not admit that he 
carried one.

A Financial Trinity. 

The three financial institutions were part 
of a general scheme which has become a feat- 
ure of finance in great cities. The Chicago 
National was the parent bank with the 
Home Savings bank to receive and care for 
the smaller accounts that the National bank 
could not afford to handle. Coétperating with 
these two was the Equitable Trust com- 
pany, which handled the affairs of ‘estates 
and trusts under the more liberal laws gov- 
erning institutions of this character. 

The three institutions were controlled by 
the same interests and were in thorough 
cotperation at all times. 

History of the Bank. 

The Chicago National bank was organized 
in November, 1881, with an authorized capt- 
tal of $300,000, increased t6 $500,000 in 1887, 
and to $1,000,000 in 1901. Ite directors are 
Fred G. McNally, John R. Walsh, F. M. 
Blount, John M. Smyth, W. Best, C. K. G. 
Billings, an@ Maurice Rosenfeld. John R. 
Walsh is president and F. M. Blount is vice- 
president, and T. M. Jackson, cashier. Its 
resources according to one of the latest re- 
ports made to the comptroller of the cur- 
rency are $21,000,000 of which nearly $11,000-

Savings Bank Big One. 

The Home Savings bank was organized 
originally in 1867, with e capitalization of 
$100,000. The directors are C, K. G. Billings, 
Maurice Rosenfeld, John M. Smyth, W. J. 
Onahan, William Best, Fred G. MéNally, 
and John R. Walsh. Mr. Onahan is presi- 
dent and Charles E. Schick is cashier. A 
late statement of the resoures shows an ag- 
gregate of $4,282,271, of which $3,782,000 Is 
reported as being held in municipal, rail- 
road, and other bonds. The savings de- 
posits aggregate $3,982,653. 

The Equitable Trust company was char- 
tered by the state of Dilnois, Aug. 29, 1387, 
to act as executor, administrator, trustee, 
guardian, assignee or receiver, and to re- 
ceive and execute trusts of every character. 
“The capital sto¢k ie $500,000. Its. resources 
are $4,612,381. The Mabilities inchide §2,707,- 
563; of deposits in trust, $454,323; certi- 
ficates of deposit, $491,574, through various 
trusts. The officers of the bank are prac- 
tically the same as those of the Chicago 
National and the Home Savings bank. 


Factor in Politics. 

The Chicago National bank hes been a 
factor in polities with resources and infiu- 
ences in both tae republican and democratic 
parties. Through the political activity of 
Blount and his friends the enormous funds 
received from @rainage taxation were se- 
cured. It has been believed that the change 
of administration of the board would.result 
in the withdrawal of these deposits which 
aggregrate $8,000,000. 

The funds of the park board were also 
deposited with the bank while Yates was 
governor of the state, and these funds were 
also available for investment by the bank. 


Owned National League Club. 
One of the puzzling deals of the fall was 


the sudden sale of the Chicago Nationa! 
League Baseball club supposedly by James 
A. Hart to Charles W. Murphy. 

Hart has held the stock of the National 
heague club for years, although it was known 
that John R. Walsh and A. G. Spalding were 
the real owners of the club—at least until 
recently. 

The sale of the club early this fall came 
as a surprise. It ie thought that Walsh 
turned his holdings inte cash to tide ever 
otner*ventures. 


Walsh’s Career in Chicago. 
John R. Walsh was born In Ireland in 1837, 


He became an employe of J. McNally, a 
and came to the United States with his par- | 


ents ten years later, settling in Chicago. 
‘newsdealer, in 1855. 

Six years later ae established a news busi- 
ness of his own which was soon after was 
consolidated with the American News com- 
pany, of which he became a director. 

In 1882 Mr. Walsh founded the Chicago 
National Bank, of which institution he ever 
since has been president. He was a director 
of the World's Columbian exposition. 

Mr. Walsh resides at 2133 Calumet avenue. 

Mr. Walsh figured in a sensational incident 
a number of years ago, when he was black- 
balled by the Calumet club. He charged 
that he was excluded because he once had 
been a newsboy. This the president of the 


club denied.

Finds Demands Justified. 

The government also has issued a commun!- 
gation stating that it considers the demands 
and complaints ef the rallway employés to 
a large extent justified and that the minister 
ef ways and commenicatisas is therefore 
@rafting measures for the amelHeration ef 
these cenditions of the service. In view of 
fhe extra expenditure that necessarily will 
“be entalled thereby, the communication says 
‘gall these reforms cannot be earried out 
‘gimultameousty, but the ‘nister of ways 
and communications is & g his attention 
to the most pressing amoug them, and the 
council of ministers bas senctioned the in- 
clusion of $7,500,900 in the 1906 budget esti- 
mates to neet the extra expenditures under 
these measures. 

The most significant news comes from 
Tsarskoe Selo, where, in view of the resolu- 
tion of the government to put its foot dewn 
on the strife, a regular campaign is be- 
ing conducted with the purpose of firing the 
loyalty of the guard regiments. Each day 
@ regiment from &. Petersburg is reviewed 
and -addressed.by Emperor Nicholas, and 
with much ceremony his majesty passes up 
and down the lines and speaks personally 
to officers and men. The Grand Duke 
‘Nicholas is present at all these ceremonies. 


Kiss Emperor’s Hand. 

Saturday, after the review of the Preobra- 
jensky regiment, Grand Duke Nicholas and 
the officers of the regiment tn turn, on bended 
knees, kissed the emperer’s hand, which 
called forth an outburst of enthusiasm from 
the soldiers. Monday the Mailovski regiment 
will go to Tsarskoe Selo. 

News from the interter tonight is serious.

CZAR SHOWS IRON HAND.

ST. PETHBRSBURG, Dec. 17.—The arrest 
last night of the entire couneil of workmen’s 
delegates, numbering 250 members, the sus- 
pension of the newspapera, and the arrest of 
their editors, and, abeve aii, the virtually 
dictatorial powers cenferred on the provin- 
cial governors, proves that the government 


has resolved to attempt to suppress the revo- 


lution with an iron hand. 

Whether it will succeed in regaining the 
mastery depends entirely upen the treops. 
Ifa majority of them remeain loyal the era of 
@anguinary coercion will now begin, but judg- 
ing from the latest news from Moscow and 
other centers it is ‘not unlikely that the re- 
actionary revival will be cut shert by an 
outbreak of civil war. 

| Yesterday the editors of the Russ, Svobod- 
my, and Narod were arrested. The editor of 
the Russ was released on bail. The police are 
‘searching for Prof. Milukoff, who is connect- 
ed with the Narod, but he has evaded arrest. 
All the staffs of the extreme papers are ex- 
pecting to be arrested any moment. They are 
taking every precaution and changing lodg- 
ftngs every night. 
7 Most of the arrested members of the coun- 
cil of workmen's delegates were detained at 
‘the Econemic institute until 3 o'cicck this 
morning, when they were driven to the Viborg 
side of the eity in vans and lodged in prison.

FREEDOM'S FIGHT 


Russian Workingmen Look on 
Leader as First in War 
on Tyranny. 


STIR POPULACE TO ACT. 


Violent Scenes Witnessed at Meet- 
ing in Aid of Revolution- 
ary Cause. 


{FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. } 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 4.—In the gray 
ef this misty morning crowds of working 
peeple were gathering to Lear Father Gopon 
for the first time after his return from exile 
in Paris. The people were standing in melted 
snow outside a queer old arrangement known 
as Salt Tewer. I suppose some time or other 
tt has been used as a depot for a government 
monepoly. In ordinary years it is used for 
military or engineering lectures and experi- 
ments. Now it isa favorite place for popular 
meetings of every kind, because {it will hold 
a big crowd of people under cover. 

In one of the halls this morning school 
teachers had met te discuss whether they, 
too, should strike and claim the right of 
union. But the interest of the day was all 
directed to another large hall, where the fol- 
lowers of Father Gopon were gathered for 
the first time since the terrible Sunday mas- 
sacre of last January. 


Waiting Like Patriots. 

The meeting had been called for 10 o'clock. 
The audience, with 1,500 pale faces all turned 
upward in the same direction, looked spectral 
under the dim twilight of the Russian morn- 
ing. A St. Petersburg meeting always is an 
bour late, because it is thought impolite to 
begin before every one has had a chance <o 
arrive. But long before ti there was not 
standing room for another person and all 
were waiting with inexhaustible Russian 
patience. 

Two rumers are going the rounds. One 
was the moré crabbed and pedantic worship- 
ers in the social democratic sect intended to 
break up the meeting. The other was that 
Father Gepon weuld not come in person. 
Both were unique in St. Petersburg, for both 
were true. , 

The government announced that if Father 
Gopon appeared in public they would arrest 
him. It is said the police have not yet been 
able to find his hiding place. If that is sg. 
the Lendon police are giants of intelligence 
compared to Russians, for it is said tnat even 
count de Witte knows where Gopon is, and 
I myself have enjoyed as long a conversation 
with him as the limitations of the language 
would allew. But perhaps he was right hot 
te come te the meeting. Had an arrest been 
attempted it is not only on one side that the 
dead would have been counted; not this tlme 
only one side. 


“Hymn of the Fallen.” 

When at last the meeting was asked whom 
they would choose for chairman, one shout 
wemt up for “ Barashoff."" I do not know 
how he has gained the confidence of former 
unions, but the election was taken at once 
te prove that the social democrats were com- 
paratively few. He came forward—a middle 
aged, reddish bearded man, with no appar- 
ent gift of voice or influence. He announced 
first that they would sing the “‘ Hymn of the 
Falien.” The hymn is in honor of the vic- 
tims “of red Sunday, when those peacful 
and unarmed petitioners were slaughtered in 
the street, and when, as Gopon said, the 
workmen learned at last that they had no 
father, no czar. The audience rose and stood 
in absolute silence till some one gave out 
the first note. The song has only three lines, 
and they secm to be little more than a repe- 
tition ef the werds: ‘“ To their eternal mem- 
ory,” yet the effect was impressive. 

I de not knew what it is that gives so 
profound a solemnity to Russian popular 
music, or how a Russian crowd produces 
such a deep volume of sound. Perhaps it 
comes from the old ehurch music, perhaps 
from the melancholy of long oppression and 
nearness of death from day to day. 


Father Gopon Sends Greeting. 

After the hymn the speaker said Father 
Gopon would not be present, but had sent a 
greeting, which was read. It called upon the 
people to take courage again and set to work 
upon rebuilding the union and other organi- 
zations destroyed by the massacre. All this 
time there was a good deal of excitement be- 
cause it was reported police spies had been 
discovered among the teachers’ conference in 
the neighboring hall. It was proposed the 
meeting should go ina body and help the 
teachers clear them out. 

Apparently the police left, for things grew 
quiet again, and five minute speeches began 
and continued rapidly. But that savage 
hatred of spies Is a point that must not be 
overlooked in the revolution. Today the post 
and telegraph clerks have announced that 
they will not cease to strike till the enormous 
system of spying inte letters and papers has 
been abolished. If they succeed, what grati- 
tude all foreigners and strangers in the coun- 
try wil owe them. 

The speeches went with that extraordinary 
dash and fire which appear te be the common 
heritage of all Russian speakers. How they 
have managed to inherit such things is one 
of the mysteries of thie mysterious revolu- 
tion. In a land where public speaking hardly 
could be sald to exist we find the whole race 
orators. Carlyle used to speak of “ great 
dumb Russia " with admiration, and foretéil 
a strange time when Russia should find her 
voice. She has found her voice now, and cer- 
tainly the time is strange. 


Deubt as to Result. 

Whether the result will be exactly what 
Carlyle expected or admired some might 
question; though on the whole I do not ques- 
tion. Take for example this mornineg’s meet- 
ing: The demands made in those little 
speeches of condensed flame and rushing 
Ww were for rights which English work- 
men long ago have won for themselves. The 
whole o of the meeting was to re- 
establish eleven unions of workmen which 
Father Gopon instituted before the disasters 
last January. Such unions hardly are to be 
distinguished from the trade unions of our 
ceuntry, and there is nothing watever Uto.- 
pian or savage about the program of Gopon's 
followers or among the progressive parties: 
indeed, that is mainly the reason why they 
are blamed. 

The unions refuse even to call themselves 
a party. They have no paper. The paper 
which perhaps is most inclined to befriend 
them, The Word [Slovo], lately has goneover 
to reaction. One of the most applauded 
speakers this morning denounced the parties 
who urge the people to organize themselves 
into armed bands, because knowledge must 
come before arms and organization must be 
of the workmen's unions and not battalions. 
The only other purpose of the meeting was 
a demand for amnesty for Father Gopon and 
all political offenders, even for those who 
took part in the political assassinutians dur- 
ing tyranny. 

Occasional Scene Violent. 

From time to time a social democrat would 
burst into violent and threatening speech 
against the meeting. Once there was a de- 
liberate attempt to empty the hall by a free 
fight, and the timié fied, chiefly under the 
belief that the speaker was acting for the 
police. He was only a social democrat, act- 
ing with that harsh intolerance and pedantry- 
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re, Moscow: Scene of Historic Blood Bath, .

ignominiously tonight owing to internal dis- 
sensions and the discontent of a large por- 
tion of the soldiers with the program of the 
socialist leaders, who wished to force them 
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that sect, and, perhaps, give them a certain 
power and consistency within their own 
circles, but appear to cut them off alto- 
gether from ordinary human sympathies and 
human freedom. At all events, the feeling 
of the meeting was strongly against them, 
and they gradually were silenced. 

The speaker, who brought greetings from 
the Belgian anarchists, was politely listened 
to, though*‘there is no anarchist party in 
Russia now working asa party. Even Tols- 
tol hardly is known, and he appears to have 
no followers at all now outside his own 
little: circle*of disciples. Every one is busy 
remodeling the state, after one fashion or 


another, and to raise the question whether, 


it is not better to have no state at all ap- 
pears toevery one singularly inappropriate: 

The speeches were over at 1 o'clock, and, 
in company with ome of two others, I went 
out to converse with ~‘ather Gopon himself, 
while flis followers began to reorganize the 
unions. Father Gcpon has been driven from 
the church, as is well known, and there is 
little of the priest left about him now, unless 
it is his want of commopplace knowledge 
most people ‘have. It is said his stay in 
England this summer changed him so much 
that his friends could not recognize him, 
and the police are quite at a loss now to find 
him. I am not sure about that. I doubt if 
the government would care or dare to touch 
him now. Still, it is unnecessary to de- 
scribe the change minutely. 


Leader in Freedom’s Fight. 

Transparent eyes of lightish brown [gen- 
erally looking down], thin nose and face, 
thin and slightly arched eyebrows, thin 
hands, and siight figure, blood just showing 
under the skin [rather rare in Russian}— 
all these features remain the same, and the 
police may make what they can of them. It 
le a delicate and sensitive rather than a 
strong nature in outward leok—one of those 
natures which one sees in a child still lying 
hid beneath a grown man; and, indeed, he 
isstillyoung. Yet thisis the man who struck 
the first blow that really went to the heart 
of tyranny. The strike was the second blow, 
and now the old monster sprawls. 

Naturally Father Gopon was most inter- 
ested in our account of the meeting, and his 
eonversation ran almost entirely upon the 
danger to the movement that may arise from 
that unbending attitude of the social demo- 
crats and their general impracticability both 
in demands and metheds. To make a broad 
but clear distinction, I should say he was 
working on English lines and they on Ger- 
man. There is’no doubt they command the 
largest party among town workmen. Butin 
the country it is different, and about four- 
fifths of Russia’s people are peasants of the 
country. 

It is a conflict between the peasants and 
social democrats that Father Gopon most 
dreads. When theorists condemn Father 
Gopen for opportunism as they do daily, I 
remember that like the strikes committee, 
he knows the work of the people first hand 
and he has accomplished something. It is 
much regretted but it sometimes happens 
that the opportunist is the only man who does 
accomplish something. 


SATAN AN ARCH HYPNOTIST, 
SINNERS BLAMELESS, HE SAYS. 


St.Louis Physician Evolves New Relig- 
ion Which Absolves Evildoers from 
Responsibility in the Hereafter. 


St. Louis, Mo., Dec.: 17.—[{Special.}]—In 
South St. Louis there is a Germay physician 
who has evolved a creed unique sacua eteedi 
and is planning a church which will be.dif- 
ferent from any place of worship in the 
world. Heis Dr. August Schmidt and he will 
build and maintain this church himself. It 
will be free to all. There will be no ccllec- 
tion plate, no sermon, no ritual, and no cere- 
monies. 

Dr. Schmidt's creed scouts the idea of hell; 
it holds that Satan exercises a hypnotic in- 
fluence over sinners which absolves them 
from responsibility for their wrongdoing, 
punishment for which must fall upon the 
evil one. He maintains that mortals are 
punished for their sins on earth and that the 
soul of one who has spent all his days in 
wickednees becomes part of Satan. 

He has written a book explaining his theo- 
ries of God and religion, copies of which have 
vpeen sent broadcast to princes, potentates, 
and rulers of the world. 


LEAVES STEAMER IN DISTRESS. 


French Eoat Reported to Have Refused 
Help to British Arranmore, 
Afire at Sea. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 17.—Capt. Jepson and 
officers. of the British steamer Arrinmore, 
which arrived here today from Antwerp, re- 
ported a French freight steamer, which they 
‘believe to have been the Bordeaux, while ae- 
knowledging their signals, refused assist- 
ance when informed the Arranmore was on 
fire. 

The fire started in the afterhold on Dec. 7, 
and owing to the fact the vessel had on Its 
forward deck fifty barrels of chemicals used 
in the manufacture of dynamite the situation 
was perilous; 

Every man on board worked without a rest 
for many hours. The hatches were battened 
down; and steam forced into the hold. At. 
noon on the 9th the French steamer overtook 
the Arrafimore, passing close by, and 
signals were hoisted by the . Arranmore, 
which were answered, but the French steam- 
er steamed by and an hour later had disap-

TTALIAN CABINET 18 OUT. 


CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES REJECTS 
PREMIER’S MEASURE. 


While Voting Confidence in Adminis- 
tration Legislators Defeat. Minis- 
try’s Commercial Modus Vivendi 
with ‘pain and Withdrawals Are 
Tendered Immediately —Opposition 
to Treaty Based on Reduction of 
Duty on Wines. 


ROME, Dec. 17.—The cabinet of Prime Min- 
ister Fortis resigned this evening following a 
twelve hour debate in the chamber of depu- 
ties and the defeat by the opposition of the 
commercial modus vivendi with Spain. 

In'the debate Premier Fortis defended the 
position of the government, saying that the 
modus vivend! would pretect Italian inter- 
ests, and that the assertions of the opposi- 
tion that a reduction in the duty on Spanish 
wines from $4 to $2.40 would open:a market 
to Spanish growers was untrue. 

In order to avoid a misunderstanding, he 
said, he would request the chamber for an ex- 
plicit vote of confidence tndependent from 
the vote on the measure in debate, and de- 


| clared the government was willing to resign 


if it was defeated on either vote. 

. The poll on confidence in the government 
resulted in an affirmative majority of 63, but 
that on the-modus vivendi was lost by a ma- 
jority of 162. 

The ministry then resigned. 
Greek Ministry Out. 

ATHENS, Dec. 17.—The cabinet of M. Ralli 
has resigned as the result of the defeat of 
the government over the electién of a presi- 
dent of the chamber of deputies. King George 
has summoned former Premier Theotokis to 
form a new cabinet.

BEFORE RICH WORSHIPERS. 

Scene of Silent Army of Unemployed 
Entering Great Church Replica of 
What Took Place Twenty Years 
Ago When John Burns Led Like 
Demonstration—Men Tire of Service 
and File Out to Hear Leaders Talk 
from Steps. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—London’s unemployed 
made a demonstration at St. Paul's cathe- 
dral this afternoon in a half-hearted, hope- 
less, and unusual manner. They arrived dur- 
ing the progress of the service and marched 
up the steps singing the ‘‘ Marseillaise.’’ To 
the number of some 3,000 they filed into the 
cathedral silently and respectfully, making 
an incongruous picture in contrast with the 
fashionably dressed worshipers. 

Such a scene has not been witnessed at St. 
Paul's since twenty years ago, when John 
Burns, now president of the local government 
board, led a similar demonstration to the ca-~- 
thedral. 

Although the preacher made sympathetic 
references to the problem of the unemployed, 
the men became tired long before the service 
ended and most of them filed out. Some of 
the leaders delivered addresses from the 
steps, and the demonstration was dispersed 
quietly.

Revolt of Rostoff Grenadiers 
Collapses Owing to In- 
ternal Strife. 


MEN LAY DOWN ARMS. 


Other Disaffected Regiments Are 


Likely to Follow Suit and 
Ask Pardon.’ 


MOSCOW. Dec. 17. 9 p. m.—The mutiny of 
regiment collapsed 


into open collision with the loyal troops.. 
Ten ringleaders of the mutiny, including 
Schabaroff, were arrested. 

After a meeting late this afternoon two bat- 
talions and a machine gun detachment de- 


serted. The mutinéers sent a deputation to 


Gen. Plavoffski saying they had refurned to 
duty imploring his pardon and volunteering 
to entersthe barracks and seize the revolu- 
tionary committee so 4s to prove their re- 
pentance. 

The ringleaders endeavored in vain to hold 
the other two battalions in line, but the de- 
fection of their comrades took all the heart 
out of the malcontents. 

Upon Gen. Plavoffski’s ultimatum that he 
would open fire unless they immediately sur- 
rendered the remaining mutineers laid down 
thee arms and delivered up Private Schaba- 
roff and other members of the revolutionary 
committee as well as several civilian agita- 
tors who were in the barracks. The officers 
then resumed command of the regiment. 

It is expected that three. other disaffected 
regiments will return to duty. 

Fear of a Massacre. 

The mutiny of troops was followed by fear 
of a massacre. Machine guns were mounted 
and it was feared a clash between the troops 
and the mutineers would be the signal of 
license and pillage. 

The mutineers formally presented to Gen. 
Plavoffski, the division commander, a series 
of demands, principally relating to the serv- 
ice, but including also political reforms, and 
they also issued an appeal to the soldiers of 
the garrison to join in the fight for improved 
conditions. Accgmpanying the demands was 
an ultimatum that if they were net granted 
by Tuesday the mutineers would march out 
to the streets and parade the city. Gen. 
Plavoffski promised to present the resolu- 
tions to his superior officers. The text of the 
appeal issued by the mutineers is as follows: 

* All Russia hes risen against the govern- 
ment, which has involved the country in a 
useless war and brought it to the verge of 
ruin. We soldiers are firmly determined to 
break down the tyranny of our commanders 
and to compel reform in the army. Now is 
the time for us soldiers to awake. Com- 
rades, we summon you to dismiss your offi- 
cers and to assume command until your 
grievances are redressed. ‘All for one and 
one for all.” Hurrah for a free people. Hur- 
rah for the army.” 

Colonel Commits Suicide? 

The inclusion in the appeal of the motto 
of the socialists, “‘ All for one and one for 
all,” shows that it was prepared under the 
supervision of the socialist committee or 
by socialists inside the barracks of the Ros- 
toff grenadiers. 

Col. Semanovski of the grenadiers, over- 
come by shame, sent his sword to the em- 
peror and resigned. It is reported that he 
committed suicide. 

The formal demands of the soldiers in- 
cluded amnesty for all participants in the 
mutiny, freedom of,soldiers’ meetings, aboli- 


tion of death penalties, reduction of service 


to two years, abolition of military courts, 
exemption of reservists and their families 


from payment of taxes, increased pay, and 


the return of the army from Manchuria.

Three 
hours later Niemaagn died. _ 

At the same moment an operation was per- 
formed on the girl. The bullet was sought 
unsuccessfully, the physicians declaring that 
it probably had touched the spinal column 
and would produce paralysis. She suffered 
great pain. 

When her mother arrived she said: 

“O, mamma, why did he shoot me?” 

Her courage and vitality were remarkable. 
She would not admit any more facts even 
to her parents, but said: 

“I know I am going to die, and I am ready. 


It is better.” 

Word was kept from her that Niemann 
was dead. 

Early in the morning Miss Fiedler began 
to call up the hospital. She did not know 
that her fiancé was dead, and the knowledge 
was kept from her until late in the after- 
noon. After Niemann expired his brother, 
Walter, and William McLeod, met on the 
stairway. The two men clasped hands, and 
soon after the other representatives of the 
two families met and consoled with each 
other. 

Mother Defends Daughter. 

Mrs. McLeod clung tenaciously to the opin- 
jon thet her daughter had been the victim. 
Distracted and broken hearted, she wan- 
dered about her house, crying: 

“If she only gets well, my poor Lucile.” 

Mrs. McLeod is a refined type of a woman 
and her home bears the marks of her tem- 
perament. ‘ 

I often have warned Lucile to give him 
up,”” she said, “ but she was infatuated, I 
let her go to Milwaukee with him a year ago 
to be married. Three days ago he called here 


and said; 
“*I could kill you, Lucile, I am eo crazy 


about you. "They won't let me marry you,’” 


Met Two Years Ago. 

The love affair of Niemann and Miss Mc- 
Leod began when they met by chance at & 
picnic two yéars ago. At that time the girl 
was but 17 years old and Niemann was 29. 
Niemann took her to visit his parents at 
their residence and introduced her to Ris 
relatives. often speaking of her ag his in- 
tended wife. 

Relatives of Miss McLeod sald the tender- 

ness of the man won confidence and they 
were almost constantly together during the 
frst few months of thelr acquaintance. 
Henry C. Niemann, brother of the dead man, 
however. says that his brother was under a 
spell cast by the girl and that he would do 
anything, however reckless, if she demanded 
it. : 
*“ Many a ‘time did she compel him to call 
up his flancée over the telephone and cancel 
engagements with her in order that he might 
remain in her own company,” he sald. “TI 
sometimes believe that he was afraid of 
her, young though she was.” 


Quarrel and Make Up. 


The first trouble came when Niemann grew | 


jealous of supposed rivals a year ago. Sev- 
eral quarrels followed, but the young man 
and woman again were reconciled. The mar- 
riage, according to a statement of cne of 
Miss McLeod's relatives, first was set for 
September of 1904. As the date apprcached 
Niemann is sald to have told her that his 
parents objected to his marriage and request- 
ed that the time for the wedding be post- 
poned. 

This promise did not seem to satisfy the 
girl. In a period of consciousness while at 
the hospital in the morning she said Nic mann

So it was that Niemann and the girl who 
expected to become his wife left Chicago 
for Milwaukee on the morning of New 
Year's day. Here other obstacles to the long 
delayed wedding are said to have been found. 
Te being a legal holiday; Niemann said a 
license could not be procured, and it was 
suggested that the wedding be postponed un- 
til the following day. 

The next morning Niemann declared that 
he would be compelled to return to Chicago 
on account of business, according to Miss 
McLeod. Thus the wedding was prevented 
the third time. 


Threatens to Throw Vitriol. 


A few months after the trip to Milwaukee, 
to which Miss McLeod made incoherent ref- 
erences while in an unconscious condition 
at the hospital, she learned of Niemann's 
engagement to Miss Fiedler. Many meet- 
ings took place between Niemann and Miss 
McLeod following the discovery, and Nie- 
mann’s relatives say she then threatened 
to kill or maim him if he persisted in jilting 
her. 
“TY will throw vitriol in your eyes and spol! 
you for any other woman,” she is quoted 
as saying. 

“Two weeks ago,” sald Walter, * William, 
my father, and myself were riding on a Cot- 
tage Grove avenuecar. We were on the plat- 
form. Wilflam said he was tired and would 
sit down. As he did so a young girl tapped 
him on the shoulder. It was Lucile dressed 


as a schoo) girl, with her hair in braids and | 


school books in her arms. 

‘* ‘T want to see you tonight,’ she said. We 
followed him that night. He met the girl 
near the Washington park race track, and 
they talked together for an hour. On many 
occasions she waylaid him, threatening to 
throw vitriol in his face or shoot him if he 
did not marry her. He was afraid of her. 

‘‘My brother was a good man, although 
appearances are against him. He intended 
to marry the girl at first, I believe, and when 
he found he could not love her he tried to 
break and preserve good feeling on her side. 


Calls It “Case of Murder.’’ 


“Tt was a plain case of murder. I can 
convince any one of that. I have a letter 
which she wrote to him shortly after the 
attempt she made to shoot him through the 
window. We were all in the room that night. 
I was in the window with my wife. My 
brother was in the back part of. the room. 
The letter reads: 

“*Do you know your brother saved your 
life last Tuesday? I would have shot you 
if he had not been in the way. I was wait- 
ing outside with a revolver.’ 

“T feel no animosity toward her family. 
It ts all over. My brother is dead. He was 
the victim of his own good fellowship.” 

Whether Niemann and Miss McLeod met 
by appointment or by chance Saturday night 
probably never will be known. All day Nie- 


mann, his brothers said, had been restless | 


and brooding. His troubles had worn him 
thin. At noon he remarked: 

*T would give ten years of my Ufe If this 
thing had never happened.” 

Early In the afternoon he said he wanted to 
take a half day off. He left the office of the 
table company with $3 In his pocket.

PLAN VISIT TO CONGRESS. 


Imperial Body Investigating the 
World’s Governments Will Do | 
All Big American Cities. 


os 


New York, Dec. 17.—According to cable 
advices received here today by A. W. Bash, 
who has extensive business interests in 
China, the two divisions of the imperial 
Chinese commission appointed by the em- 
press dowager to study the governments of 
Japan, Germany, Austria, France, England, 
and America will arrive in this country in 
February. 
One of the parties will journey leisurely 
across the American eontinent from Seattle 
and take a steamer here for Burope. The 
other will make an extended stay in America, 
expecting to spend at least two months in 
Washington. 
The party which will remain in this country 
is headed by Tuang Fong, governor of the 
province of Hunan, and will arrive about 
Feb. 25 at San Francisco. No definite plans 
have been formed for the journey to Wash- 
ington, which will be made in easy stages. 
Will Study Chicage, Too. 

The party bound for Europe will arrive at 
Beattie about the time the other reaches San 
Francisco. It is headed by Prince Esai Chi, 
accompanied by Grand Counsellor Hsu Kwon 
Ohi. This party’s trip east has been planned 
with a view to showing the commissioners 
as much as possibile of the country in the 
brief time they will have before departing 
for Europe. 

Several days will be spent in Chicago, dur- 
ing which a study of municipal affairs will be 
made. A stop wil] be made at Niagara Falis 
and West Point will attract the Chinese vis- 
{ters for a day, and then they wil go to 
Washington to spend a few days and see con- 
gress in session. 

Leaving Washington, the commissioners 
will visit the shipyards at Philadelphia, and 
after spending several days in this city will 
sail for Europe to carry out their investiga- 
tions there. 


Can’t Afford to Ignore America, 

When the Chinese commission first started 
en its journey, coming by way of Japan, it 
was rumored that the United States would 
be avoided on account of its exclusion of 
Chinese laborers and the alleged ill treat- 
ment of students and other Chinese travelers 
at several American ports. 

The plan of crossing the continent through 
Canada was abandoned, however, when it 
was realized that a study of the American 
form of government would be one of the 
most important features of the commis- 
sion’s labors, which, it is declared, may form 
the basis for a constitutional form of govern- 
ment in China wkhin the next twelve years.

Washington, D. C., Dee. 17.—[Special.}— 
The annual report of James Rudolph Gar- 
field, commissioner of corporations, made 
public today, points out that apparently the 
most effective way to settle the question of 
insurance control is for the Supreme court 
to decide whether insurance, as now con- 
ducted, is interstate commerce, and therefore 
subject to federal regulation. 

In an outline of the causes leading up to 
the creation of the bureau, the tremendous 
concentration of industrial power and the 
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the production, manufacture, and distribu- 
tion of those staples which affect the lives 
of the people of this . 

“Such a law is not an invasion of liberty 
or right; is not an effort to have the govern- 
ment do that which the individual could best 
do; and would not, in its effect, destroy indi- 
vidual enterprise nor the possibility of indi- 
vidual success. It would afford equality of 
opportunity, not equality in results. | 

“It is universally recognized that the great 
highways of commerce should be open to all 
upon equal terms, It is likewise true that 
the opportunities for the individual to engage 
in industrial enterprise should be equally 
free. The individual is not strong enough 
ordinarily to protect himself against a great 
corporation. He can be secure in his rights 


only under a law which subjects the corpora- |" 


tion to regulation by a government whose 
jurisdiction is broad enough and whose power 


| is great enough to compel obedience. 


Would Leave Courts Free. 


“Under euch a law reasonablenees of 
combination, of conspiracies in restraint of 
trade, of monopolistic control, would be left. 
as they should be, for the determination of 
the courts; and the government would then 
have, as it should have, the opportunity at 
all times to know the detailed operations of 
those corporations to which it has granted 
great powers, upon which it has imposed 
great responsibilities, and over which it will 
exercise its full measure of protection so 
long as they obey the laws of the land. 

“Tt is not necessary to repeat what was 
stated in my last annual report regarding the 
relative merits of federal license or a national 
incorporation law. If the principle of federal 
regulation be agreed upon, there will be little 
difficulty in determining which method should 
be adopted.”

CALL EXPRESS RATES UNFAIR. 


Committee of American Canners Makes 
Partial Report to Bureau of 
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Superb Plates, Teas, Bouillons, A. D. Coffees and Open 
Stock Patterns from Minton, Copeland, Cauldon, Derby, ete. 
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ascertain proper methods of prevention, it 
is necessary to know the causes of industrial 
evils. The work of the bureau has shown, in 
the case of the several great industries al- 
ready investigated, or now under investiga- 
tion, the fact that the predominant control 
enjoyed by certain great concerns is based 
usually upon one or two, or a few, single 
factors, such as the control of transporta- 
tion, of trade marks, of patent rights, of raw 
material, special legislation, or a combina- 
tion of one or more of these factors. 


Congress Must Exercise Power. 

“The year’s work upon the investigation 
of special industries and particular corpora- 
tions,” Commissioner Garfield continues, 
“has strengthened my conviction that no 
permanent remedy for existing- industrial 
evils can be expected until congress exercises 
more fully its power of affirmative action 
under the commerce clause of the constitu- 
tion. No fact of industry is more obvious 
than that modern business has outgrown and 
wholly disregards state lines, and that the 
jurisdictions of single states, as applied to 
the operations of a great interstate business, 
are futile and even harmful. A close study 


vention of the American Canners’ associa- 
tion to make an investigation of express and 
freight rates has made a partial report of its 
work to the bureau of commerce and labor 
at Washington, and has also sent a copy of 
the finding to Congressman Theodore JE. 
Burton. 

S. F. Haserot of Cleveland, who is chair- 
man of the committee, said tonight that the 
committee had not yet finished its work rela- 
tive to express charges, but one instance that 
{it had found and reported was the difference 
in charge for a shipment of forty-five pounds 
of sample goods over the same road. From 
Dunkirk, N. Y., to Washington, D. C., the 
charge was $1; from a point nearer Washing- 
ton and over the same lines -the charge to 
Washington on the same package was $1.75.

WHAT STOCK SHOWS HAVE DONE. 


A remarkable improvement’ has taken 
place in the live stock on the farms of the 
middle west within the last fifteen years. 
The horses which used to come to the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas City, and Omaha 
markets were most of them srfall and thin. 
‘The cattle were big boned, long horned, and 
lean. The hogs and sheep were no better. 
It took American producers a long while to 
learn that their profits depended on the 
quality of the stuff they had to sell as well 
as on the amount of it, but they have learned 
it. Today the live stock that daily arrives 
by thousands of carloads in Chicago and 
other svestern cities averages as high as any 
in the world. And it is steadily getting 


The improvement is due to several causes. 


| American farmers and ranchmen protect 


their stock from the weather much better 
than they used to. They feed it more gen- 
erously and intelligently. But more than 
to anything else the change is owing to bet- 
ter breeding, and better breeding has been 
brought about mainly by live stock shows.

THE NEW POSTMASTER. 

Mr. Coyne has been an excellent. post- 
master, but for senatorial reasons, with 
which the public is familiar, the president 
did not see his way clear to reappoint him. 
Mr. Fred A. Busse will fill the office for 
the next four years. He undoubtedly will 
do so in a manner satisfactory to the busi- 
ness community. 

Mr. Busse is himself a business man, ac- 


fairs. He has no practical knowledge of his 
new duties, but he is as well qualified for 
their discharge as any of his predecessors 
were when appointed, and better qualified 
than some. The position of postmaster of 
the second largest city in the United States 
is an important one, but it does not call for 
extraordinary ability. It requires common 
sense, fair business capacity, an apprecia- 
tion of the public needs, and persistence in 
urging them upon the postoflice department. 
There is no reason to believe that Mr. Busse 
will be found lacking in any of these re- 
snects. 

The different:departments of the postoffice 
are in good working condition. Itrests with 
Mr. Busse to keep them in that condition. 
If he shall leave office with as good a record 
as his predecessor has made that will be all 
that will be asked for him. 

There {is nothing in the business or political 
standing of Mr. Busse which marks him as 
an unsuitable successor of Mr. Coyne. If 
he will be as disregardful of political obliga- 
tions as he will be of business obligations 
he will fulfill every expectation of the com- 
munity concerning him. 


CIVIL SERVICE PROGRESS. 
Last Thursday and Friday the National 
Civil Service Reform league held its annual 
convention in Milwaukee, and on Saturday 
several persons in attendance there spoke 
before the City club of Chicago. It was 
made clear at these gatherings that the 
spoils system is being gradually and surely 
displaced in this country by the merit sys- 
tem, and that great benefits are resulting 
from the change, even though the merit 
system is still in many respects inchoate and 
imperfect. 
About 100,000 federal offices are still filled 
by direct appointment, but these are chiefly 
fourth class postmasterships, which circum- 
stances make it difficult and possibly unde- 
sirable to include in the classified service. 
There is, in any event, a constant tendency 
to extend the plan of competitive tests. The 
consular service is likely soon to be included 
under this plan. ‘The last year, too, has 
geen a civil service law enacted by Wiscon- 
sin for all state employés, one enacted by 
Illinois for state charitable institutions, and 
one enacted by New Jersey for certain de- 
partments in first. class cities. ° 
Some striking comparisons between the 
administrative results of the merit system 
and the spoils method in the national service 
were given before the City club by Mr. A. 
W. Cooley of the national civil service com- 
mission. 
way mail service was put under the merit 
plan in 1889, the errors in handling railway 
mail amounted to one for every 4,000 pieces. 
A change of administration resulted in the 
withdrawal of this service from that plan, 
and errors mounted. to one. for every 2,800 
pieces handled. Later this service was per- 
manently restored to the merit system, and 
errors have now fallen to one for every 
13,000 pieces handled. Commissioner 
Cooley also referred to the common asser- 
tion that examinations cannot show moral 
but only intellectual qualifications. He said 
that of the fifteen or sixteen persons in- 
dicted in connection with the postal scandals 
of two years ago every one was a political 
appointee. He said, further, that over 90 
per cent of defalcations and delinquencies 
in the rural free delivery are chargeable to 
political appointees. 

Perhaps the most important discussion 
centered about the question of removals. 
Mr. Cooley stands for the superior officer’s 
unhampered and unembarrassed right of re- 
moval. It was in part, at least, on his ad- 
vice that the president’s recent order was 
made doing away with the requirement for 
filing charges with the employé and for al- 
lowing him a reasonable time to reply, 
Under the new order the charges are simply 


moval—which was in terms absolute before 
—ig now unincumbered by the necessity of 
even hearing the employé’s pleas. 

At the other extreme stands the law affect- 
ing Chicago. This gives the employé an 
absolute right of trial by the civil service 
commission, and President HDrrant of that 
commission defended this plan. 

Three different removal! plans are now in 
operation in this state. Under the recently 
enacted law for state charitable institutions 
the superior officer is supposed to have the 
absolute power of removal. Under the law 
affecting Cook county a trial can be ordered 
by the civil service commission in its discre- 
tion. Under the law applying to Chicago 
| the employé has the absolute right of trial 
by the civil service commission. The com- 
parative results of the three plans will be 
watched with interest, and should prove il- 


luminating. 


FIRST AND SECOND CHOICE. 

The Wisconsin legislature has rejected 
Gov. La Follette’s bill to amend the primary 
elections law. Perhaps it thought his 
amendment would make the primary system 
too complicated for plain men, or it may be 
that it wished to let the governor know that 
his wishes are no longer law. 

When the Wisconsin republicans go to the 
primaries next year they may divide their 
votes among many candidates for governor. 
The one receiving the largest number of 
yotes will be the party nominee. He may 


Gov, 
La Follette wished to do away with the pos- 
sibility of that. So he suggested that each

His vote 
fs cast for the candidate of the county or 
the district. If he had a second choice he 
would designate the man who, locality aside, 
was in his opinion the best qualified man. If

PURE AIR IN CHICAGO. 

In a speech made at the Ottawa tuber- 
culosis colony Dr. Frank Billings calls at- 
tention to the fact that “ you can get pure 
air in Chicago.” Chicagoans in general are 
sadly in need of such information, or else 
| they are suffering from a disinclination to 
make use of it. That a person may breathe 
pure and invigorating air in this city reads 
like a fable to many of its residents. When 
they want fresh air they deem it necessary 
to go away. Once away they are enthusi- 
astic converts to the fresh aircreed; at home 
they pull down the windows, shut the doors, 
stuff up the cracks that might admit a little 
fresh air, and, if the weather is a trifle cold, 
they hurry when necessity takes them out of 
doors for a few minutes. 

The consequences are inevitable. The 
constant breathing of vitiated air conduces 
to tuberculosis and makes the slightest draft 
a matter of serious danger. The general 
health is so debilitated that even a slight 
attack of {llness isa menace, The “ break- 
downs ” due to a lack of pure air are with- 
out number. 

Prejudiced because the air in many sec- 
tions is befouled by smoke and stenches most 
Chicagoans live in ignorance of the splendid 
opportunities for indulgence In the fresh 
air creed that the city offers. It is doubt- 
ful if any large municipality in the world 
is so well supplied with fresh air. Chi- 
cago’s atmosphere is not befouled through 
overcrowding. Its congested districts bene- 
fit from the ozone bearing lake breeze, and 
its outskirts reach, north, west, and south, 
out to the wind swept prairies, where noth- 
ing but pure air is possible. 

Medical authorities, and tuberculosis ex- 
| perts in particular, agree upon the impor- 
tance of pure air. In communities where 
tuberculosis is one of the most important 
factors in the death rate fresh air assumes 
the aspect of an economic necessity, With- 
out it the fight against consumption is a 
hopeless one. With it the disease can be 
fought with prospects of good results.

For until a year or two ago he was exceed- 
ingly delicate, and grave fears were enter- 
tained that he would falla prey to that dread 
malady which has been named the “ white 
plague’’—namely: consumption, to which both 
his father and his lovely mother, one of the 
most famous and popular beauties of her day, 
succumbed. But he has outgrown the dan- 
ger, and has developed into a tall, healthy, 
handsome lad, who, moreover, when he at- 
tains his majority three years hence, will 
find himself in possession of a large fortune 
indeed, the family property having been care- 
fully nurged and wisely administered during 
his long minority, while the Irish land act 
has afforded to the trustees opportunities of 
making most advantageous sales of his super- 
‘ fluous and unproductive lands in Ireland.

But consumption was not the only danger 
by which Ireland’s premier duke has been 
threatened during his youth. sor shortly 
after his accession to his father’s honors—he 
was a boy of 6 at the time—he almost lost 
his life in the fire which destroyed Duncombe 
park, the country seat of his grandfather, 
the old‘earl of Faversham. Indeed, he only 
was rescued by being carried enveloped ina 
wet blanket down a ladder which was being 
ecorched by the flames bursting through the 
windows, his narrow escape serving to recall 
the fact that the Leinster coat of arms per- 
petuates a similar narrow escape from fire 
by the founder of the ducal house when a 
little boy. 

It happened in the thirteenth century. A 
fire broke out at the castle of Woodstock, 
and in the confusion which ensued the infant, 
John Fitsgerald, who became the first earl 
of Kildare, and the ancestor of the present 
duke, was forgotten. On the servants return- 
ing to search for him thé room in which he 
had been sleeping was found reduced to ruins 
by the flames. Shortly afterwards a strange 
noise was heard from the window of one of 
the towers, and on looking up they saw a 
large ape, usually kept chained, carefully 
holding the missing child in its arms. The 
earl when he grew up, in gratitude for his 
preservation, adopted monkeys as the sup- 
porters of his heraldic bearings, with the 
motto of “‘ Non immemor beneficil,”’ in addi- 
tion to the old family motto of the Fitsger- 
alds of ‘‘ Crom a boo,’’ “ crom” standing for 
the name of acastle which formerly belonged 
to the Fitzgeralis, while ‘“‘a boo” may be 
interpreted as ‘on to victory.’’

The young duke of Lefnsteris a great grand- 
nephew of the famous Lord Edward Fitzger- 
ald, the Irish patriot, who after a hard strug- 
gle with the English troops and police died 
in Newgate prison, Dublin, of ...e injuries 
inflicted by them. Lady Edward Fitzgerald, 
the lovely Parnela, who long survived him, 
was generally believed to have been a natur- 
al daughter of the regicide duke of Orleans, 
father of King Louls Philippe, and of Mme. 
de Genlis. Thelatter was the famous French 
authoress, who as governess was intrusted 
with the education of Louis Fhilippe. The 
romantic circumstances of the marriage of 
Lord and Lady Edgar Fitzgerald have formed 
themes for the works of many noveltiste and 
poets, including Thomas Moore. 

Let me add that the Fitzgeralds, of which 
great house of the Irish aristocracy the young 
duke of Leinster is the acknowledged chief, 
are Of Florentine origin, the founder of the 
family having been Otho Geralaini, who, vis- 
iting England, became so great a favorite of 
King Edward the Confessor iat he settled 
in his dominions, becoming possessed of vast 
estates, which will be found credited to him 
in the Doomsday book, compiled by order of 
William the Conqueror. The Fitzgeralds 
have been in Ireland since 1171 when Maurice 
Fitzgerald, the patriarch of all the Irish 
Geraldines, led a body of troops from England 
to the assistance of Dermot MacMurrogh, 
king of Leinster, in his ight against Roderick 
O’Connor, king of Ireland. The fourth earl 
of Kildare was one of the principal generals 
of King Edward III. of France. The ninth 
earl of Kildare died in the tower of London 
for having incurred the enmity of King 
Henry VIII. and of Cardinal Wolsey. The 
tenth earl endeavored to raise all Ireland 
against the English crown, for which he was 
subjected to torture in the tower of London 
and then hanged, drawn, and quartered. His 
brother, the eleventh earl, sought refuge at 
Florence, and became prime minister to 
Cosmo de Medici, the duke of Florence. In 
fact, the Fitzgeralds in every reign of the 
kings of England have played a notable réle 
in its history, and there are few names more 
illustrious in Europe.

In view of the arrival in America of the 
Carmania, the first of the great ocean liners 
to be equipped with the turbine, it may be of 
interest to recall that the latter Is an inven- 
tion of the Hon. Charles Algernon Parsons, 
the most modest and retiring of the brothers 
of the present earl of Rosse. It would be 
difficult to find a more useful trio of citizens 
that Charles Parsons and his two brothers, 
who are descended in a direct line from one 
of the principal statesmen of the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. Their father was cele- 
brated throughout the civilized world as one 
of the leading astronomersof the day, and his 
name will forever be identified with ths won- 
derful telescope which he erected on his es- 
tates at Parsonstown, in Ireland. The Hoon, 
Richard Parsons, the second of the brothers, 
isa partner of Sir James Kitson in his famous 
engineering works at Leeds, while Lord Rosse 
himself ig a practical engineer of such skill 
that on one occasion when on going over a 
manufactory the manager, who wasignorant 
of the identity of his visitor, drew him aside 
and offered him the position of engineer of the 
establishment, explaining that he was “ just 
the kind of intelligent workman” that the 
firm required. It must be explained that 
Lord Rosse is careless indeed about his dress.

On another occasion the earl having en- 
tered the engine room ofa large manufactory 
the engineer’s attention was attracted by his 
odd behavior.

Bauer Recital. 

In a season unusually well supplied with 
piano recitals the afternoon spent yesterday 
listening to Harold Bauer will be remem- 
bered with especial pleasure. When heard 
in Music hall in recital a few. weeks ago Mr. 
Bauer was not in his best artistic form. As 
was mentioned in reviewing his work, he 
seemed not spiritually at his best. His inter- 
pretations were less beautiful and less con- 
vincing than those he had offered when pre- 
viously here, and his technic, while brilliant, 
was hard as regards tonal quality and want- 
ing in the suavity and charm that had dis- 
tinguished it in the past. Yesterday he 
was at his finest, and the result was an aft- 
ernoon of rare musical satisfaction and en- 
joyment. His touch was as velvety and beau- 
tiful as could be desired, his technical facility 
seemingly knew no bounds, and the fine 
virility, admirable artistic balance, and thor- 
ough musicianship which characterized his 
readings made his offerings truly notable. 

The program opened with the “ Wald- 
stein ’’ Sonata of Beethoven, and this num- 
ber, which seems so popular with recitalists 
this season that it threatens to become hack- 
neyed, was delivered with a technical bril- 
liancy combined with a poetic beauty which 
lent it new charm and interest. The opening 
movement was taken faster than the strict 
Beethovenite probably would approve of, but 
was played with such ease and was kept 
so admirably proportioned that the artistic 
effect of the whole was not impaired. The 
slow second movement was proclaimed with 
more of tonal beauty and with finer apprecia- 
tion of its musical and poetic content than 
has been accorded it by any pianist who has 
played the sonata here In public in several 
seasons. In fact, not since the days when 
Paderewski first came to this country and 
had the “ Waldstein’’ in his repertory do I 
recall having heard the second and the last 
movements so finely played as Mr. Bauer 
gave them yesterday. 

The Schumann “ Papillons’’ were read 
with delightful understanding of their vary- 
ing and capricious moods, the Chepin Fan- 
tasia was all that its name implies in spirit 
and was tonally full of charm. A Scherzo 
by Balakirew offered little that impressed 
ad significant, but an etude, “ The Wind,” 
by Alkan, became under the pianist’s fingers 
a veritable tone painting. It was a technical 
achievement truly astonishing, and the audi- 
ence rightfully waxed genuinely enthusi- 
astic. The Mendelssohn E minor Capriccio, 
given in true fairy music fashion, was the 
encore. Schubert’s G@ major Impromptu, 
transposed to G flat, was fairly sung by the 
pianist; an Impromptu by Faure followed, 
and the program ended with an exquisitely 
graceful performance of the Saint-Saéns 
‘“ Etude en forme de vaise.’’ The audience 
would not be content until an additional num- 
ber was played. The F minor Etude of Liszt 
was the reward. —

The Irish Choral Society of Chicago in- 
augurated its fourth season last evening by 
a concert In Orchestra hall. The audience, 
which consisted of season subscribers, was of 
good size, and of decidedly kindly and appre- 
ciative disposition.

The voices are young, fresh, and pleasant 
in quality—the female voices being especially 
clear and sweet. The temprs and basses are 
as yet overbalanced by the sopranos and 
altos, but the different parte biend well and 
need only more even proportionment to form 
a capable and satisfactory chorua The 
singing is characterized by good precision in 
attack, clear, clean enunciation, and a fair 
degree of unanimity in shading, 

The music sung is the choral music of Ire- 
land—simple, much of it, but witha folk song 
turn to its melody and a characteristic color 
to its harmonization which lend it charm 
and interest. The society, under the leader- 
ship of T. T. Drill, is doing a good work and 
its success is subject for gratification. The 
chorus had the assistance as soloists of Mrs, 
Genevieve Clark Wilson,

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RACING ASSUMES | WORK ON LOCAL ALLEYS. 


BIG PROPORTIONS 


Coast Sport Bids Fair to Result 
in Largest Financial 
Gain in Years. 


QUEER BETTING ON RACE. 


Reason for Making Cruzados Fa- 
vorite Over Bear Catcher Is 
Unexplainable. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 17.—[Special.]— 
The racing game in the coast has assumed 
bis proportions, and it is a certainty the as- 
sociation will make more money than in any 
previous year by at least $50,000, despite the 
fact that the California Jockey club is giving 
away about $7,000 more money every month 
than in previous years. 

The attendance has been large, due, in some 
measure, to the fine weather.

It is unexplainable why Cruzados should 
have been made a favorite over Bear Catcher, 
the horse who has run so many fast races at 
six furlongs at Chicago and many other 
tracks. Bear Catcher always has performed 
well in the mud, and the way he ran up and 
past Cruzados in the last three sixteenths 
astonished the backers of the Santa Anita 
horse. 

An attempt was made to have a three cor- 
nered race, with Handzarra as the thiré 


horse. 

The Ascot association beat the California 
Jockey club to the proposition, as Van Meter 
refused to start at Ingleside, but expressed 
a willingness to figure in such a race over 
the Oakland track. In the meantime Cru- 
zados and Bearcatcher were matched here. 
Judging by the way Bearcatcher won he looks 
a legitimate 1 to 3 chance, as Handzarra does 
not class with Ferguson's horse, while Cru- 
zados’ chances were exploded on Saturday, 
especially as he likes five and a half furlongs 
better than six furlongs.

LOTUS EATER IS A GOOD COLT. 


Morris 2 Year Old Gives Promise of 
Playing a Conspicuous Part 
in Turf Events. 


New Orleans, La., Dec. 17.—[Special.J—In the 
Morris barn at the Fair Grounds ts a recent arrival! 
that looks likely to play a congpicuous part in some 
of the big turf events of this first decade of the 
twentieth century. It is Lotus Eater, a well grown, 
powerfully built 2 year old colt, with the well 
finished lok of a high clase racehorse and biessed 
with a set of lege that never have given his trainer, 
R. J. Walden, a moment's uneasiness. At present 
this handscme young horse is too high in flesh to 
hook up with such classy and well seasoned rivals 
as Ben Hodder,» James Reddick, La Sorciere, and 
others, but, barring accidents, he will be ready for 
them when the Crescent City Derby rolis around, 
if not sooner. 

Lotus Eater justly is the pride of the stable 
gwned by A. H. and D. H. Morris, whose famous 
e:lors have been to the fore in many great races. 
What little has been asked of him, he has done 
nobly. His solitary stake engagement thie year 
was in the Triumph stakes at Brighton Beach on 
Sept. 28, one of the few mile stake races for 2 
year olds. Lotus Eater carried 107 pounds and 
won in 1:40. . 

Only four engagements have been made for 
him for the coming year, Trainer Walden says. 
They are the Crescent City Derby and Tennessee 
Derby in the spring, and the annual Champion 
stakes and Century stakes at the Sheepshead Bay 
autumn meeting. Probably he will be engaged 
more heavily for the latter part of 1906, when 
the time comes for entering in many of the 
valuable fall stakes, but the business on hand 
at present is to point him for the Crescent City 
Derby. He is a good doer, and if he goes on well, 
and escapes all sickness, he should make a strong 
bid for the Fair Grounds classic. 

The value of the Triumph stakes, won by Lotus 
Pater, was $8,260 and a time honored piece of 
plate from the state of Louisiana, which has to 
be won twice by the same owner before becoming 
his absolute property. 

The Morrises have brought here another candl- 
date for the Crescent City Derby in Proteus, a 
smart looking colt. For the coming 2 year old 
stakes at the Fair Grounds they have a bay colt 
by Filigrane—Hanover Queen, and a bay filly by 
Compute—Metempsychosis. As Joe Weber would 
gay, whatever that meanga, you're it. 

The 3 year old filly Viperine completes the Mor- 
ris string at the Fair Grounds, though ‘‘ Bobby ” 
Walden brought along seven more—a dozen in all— 
and two riders, Jockey McCabe and an appren- 
tice named F. Riley, borrowed for the winter from 
B. F. Clyde of the Goughacre stable. 

Inchuded in the seven are a couple of 2 year old 
fillies owned by Henry T. Oxnard. They are im- 
ported Verbosity, an English filly by Trenton, and 
Santa Suzana, a daughter of Imp. Top Gallant 
and a half sister of Brush Up. At the recent Fasig- 
Tipton sales in New York, Mr. Oxnard was the 
principal buyer of brood mares, purchasing some 
fifty or sixty for the stud farm.he has estab- 
lished in Virginia. Only a few days ago he 
bought Sidney Lucas, winner of the American 
derby of 1900, as a mate for some of these mares; 
and a few weeks earlier he imported from England 
the stallion Islington, a son of the mighty Isonomy 
and full brother of the famous Isinglass. 

This is the second time Islington has been 
brought to this country. Five years ago Sir Harry 
McCalmont, known on the English turf as ‘‘ The 
Sporting Baronet,’’ who had sold the horse to our 
own J. D. Haggin, repurchased him and took him 
back to New Market. 

Philador, a 2 year old colt owned by E. W. Laze- 
roth of the Speedway stable, a yearling filly by 
Filigrane-Corona owned by K. C. Bates of Brook- 
lyn, N. ¥., and three youngsters owned by Walden 
himself, complete the string in the Morris barn. 
The latter are bay fillies by Filigrane, dams Mar- 
tha Washington, Phoebe Marks, and Tabaret. 

‘* They all shipped well and are cleaning up their 
feed boxes,” said Trainer Walden at the Fair 
Grounds this afternoon. “I left twenty back on 
the farm in Maryland, but I thought a dozen 
would be enough to do with for a starter. We 
may send for some more of the Morris 2 year olds 
after New Year's.”

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FIGHT TO DRAW LARGE CROWD. 


Fitzsimmons-O’Brien Bout Promises a 
Large Attendance—Philadelphian 
Is Still the Favorite. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 17.—[Special.]—The 
fight on Wednesday night between Bob Fitzsim- 
mons and Philadelphia Jack O’Brien promises to 
draw a large crowd, as many of the old friends 
and backers of Fitz will come from Nevada and 
Arizona and all parts of California to see the old 
gladiator make what probably will be his fare- 
well performance in the prize ring. The betting 
is still 10 to 7, with Bitz on the long end, and it 
is predicted that on the night of the fight the odds 
will go to 10 to 4. 

This afternoon Fitz gave an exhibition in his 
gymnasium, and he certainly gave a remarkable 
display of wind and stamina fora man of 45. He 
punched the bag and wrestied and sparred with 
three partners. The only weak points noted in his 
condition were a tendency to breathe hard after 
quick boxing and an evident soreness of his feet. 
Still, he got around lively, and his work was as 
clever as in his prime. 

Dr. Shields, who has made a-epecialty of ex- 
amining pugilists, said today: ‘‘ Fitz's respiration 
is his only weak point. After two lively rounds 
of boxing he was breathing hard, while O’Brien, 
after similar work, showed no increase in breath- 
ing. Fitz is in great shape, but his condition can- 
not be compared with that of O’Brien, who is 
seventeen years younger.’’

BISHOP M’DOWELL PREACHES 
U. OF C. CONVOCATION SERMON 


Graduates, Professors, and Students 


Hear Discussion of “The Interpreta- 
tion of Life”’—103 to Get Degrees. 


Bishop William F. McDowell of the Meth- 
odist church delivered the quarterly convo- 
cation sermon in Man@el hall at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago yesterday before an audience 
of graduates, professors, and students. His 
subject was “ The Interpretation of Life.” 

Men do not decide their career at the high 
levels,”” he declared. “ They fear the super- 
natural, distrust their best moments, stifie 
their inspired emotions, and fear to live up 
to their high ideals. 

“At life’s highest level, in the power of 
the Spirit ’—how this example is needed in our 
own times. So many men are determining 
their lives on other levels and under other 
power. Men develop early what Charles 
Kingsley called ‘ the nasty little virtue of 
prudence.’ 

“Men fear the Supernatural; they distrust 
their best moments: they take themselves in 
hand; they stifle their inspired emotions; they 
evaporate the life of the Spirit; they come 
down to so-called prudence and reasonable 
levels. They hve within narrow secular hori- 


zons. They choose the worst, when they 
might have the best.”’ 

Ambassador Jean J. Jusserand, who will 
deliver the convocation address at the univer- 
sity tomorrow, was the guest of Dr. Harry 
Pratt Judson of the university at dinner. 
About a dozen members of the faculty re- 
ceived the French diplomat. 

One hundred and three students of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago will receive degrees and 
diplomas at the quarterly convocation to- 
morrow afternoon in Mandel hall.

Firemen Have Stubborn Fight with 
Early Morning Blaze at 185-

UP TO FRANCHISE ISSUE. 


EXTENSION ORDINANCES MAY BE 
CALLED UP TONIGHT. 


Program Is to Refer the Measures to 
Council as Committee of the Whole 
for Consideration Tomorrow After- 
noon—Effort May Be Made by Mi- 
nority to Defer Action and Thereby 
Make It Impossible to Lower the 
Tunnels Until Next Winter. 


It ig the intention of the majority of the 
committee on local transportation to call 
up the franchise extension ordinances at the 
council meeting tonight and ask that they be 
referred to the committee of the whole for 
consideration tomorrow afternoon. 

If opposition develops it is likely to take 
the form of a motion to defer the meeting of 
the committee of the whole until after the 
holidays. The idea of this is to try to delay 
a settlement of the tunnel question until 
after the spring election, 

The committee on local transportation has 
voted to take up the tunnel controversy as 
s00n as the franchise ordinances are put in 
final shape by the committee of the whole 
and the companies have signified whether or 
not they will accept them if ratified by the 
popular vote in the spring. 


Little Time Left for Action. 

It is figured that if the council works every 
day it can get the ordinances out of the com- 
mittee by Jan. 1, but if the meeting of the 
committee of the whole is deferred until after 
the holidays it probably would so delay the 
tunnel question that the tunneis could not 
be lowered before the opening of navigation, 
and that would mean putting it off until next 
winter. The work cannot be done during 
the period of navigation, as it would blockade 
the river. 

The program is for the committee of the 
whole to meet tomorrow, and at that meeting 
the motion will be made to substitute the 
minority for the majority report. That would 
precipitate the fight. 

The Hunter resolution providing for peti- 
tions for the submission of the ordinances 
to a referendum vote next spring is a special 
order for this evening. It is opposed by the 
extreme municipal ownership advocates on 
the ground that the street car companies 
should provide the petition for their ordi- | 
nances, and that the mayor’s plan to borrow 
$75,000,000 on Mueller law certificates should 
be passed by the council so it can go on the 
ballot without a petition. 

Dr. Maurice F. Doty, the new traction ex- 
pert, has made an appeal to the public to 
report to him all violations of the ordinances 
governing street car service, promising to 
give such complaints immediate attention. 
He mentions the fact that the ordinances 
require a sufficient number of cars to be 
run to prevent overcrowding; all cars to be

inspection today by the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit company. More than 50.000 persons 
took advantage of the opportunity to walk 
through the tunnel. The crowd wasso great 
that the men who were engaged in putting 
the finishing touches on the electric system 
were unable to complete their work until late 


The subway when completed will extend 
from the Schuylkill river to the Delaware 
river, a distance of two miles. The construc- 
tion of the tunnel from the City hall to the 
Delaware river has not been started.

from Sixty-third street east to the Schuylkill, 
a distance of three miles, is under construc- 
tion by the Philadelphia Rapid Transit com- 
pany. When completed cars from the “L”

The new underground road has four tracks. 
The tunnel ig 48% feet wide and 14% feet in 
height. The floor of the roadway is concrete 
and no ties are used for the tracks. The rails

28, when Mr. Kopf was stabbed fatally by 
George Gill Roberts, clerk of election. 

The inquest will be held thts morning at the 
Warren avenue police stathiofi by Coroner 
Peter M. Hoffman, who wil! be assisted by 
H. N. Holt from the state’stattorney’s office. 

George Coffman, the court bailiff on whose 
complaint Farnum was arpested, will make 
oath that he heard Farnurmbsay “‘ Get Kopf.” 
His testimony will be supported by that of 
the negro, Frank Woods, amd by John Lene- 
han. The next instant Hoberts plunged a 
knife into Kopf’s side. 

The defense, it is said. will undertake to 
show that if Farnum said “ Get Kopf,’ which 
is not admitted, but whichis the oniy real ev- 
idence against him, it was wrung from him in 
the excitement of the moment, without the 
faintest idea of its consequences. 


Claims Kopf Led Attack. 


The defense has witn¢sses to testify that 
Kopf and his followers ‘made a rush on the 
ballot box, and that the commissioner, after 
shoving John J. Callahan, election clerk, 
aside, striking him, as Callahan claims, seized 
the club roster and thensstruck noberts when 
the latter interfered. 

Farnum probably wfll attend the inquest. 
His attorney, Kickham Scanlan, will be there, 
and so will the attorney of Roberts, B. C. 
Mapledoram. WNeitheft of the attorneys for 
the defense, however, will be allowed to cross 
examine any of the witnesses. They will be 


Chicago Stocks. | 

The Chicago stock market witnessed an 
advance in National Biscult common to 55%, 
being within a fraction of the highest price 
the stock ever sold. The immediate burst 
of activity follewed announcement that 
earnings for the last quarter were approxi- 
mately $1,000,000. For various reasons it is 
not doubted the profits this year will be as 
good as if not better than any year in the 
company’s history. 

In Chicago Subway stock there was little 
doing. The price held steady. The pool man- 
agers for some reason have discontinued 
operations. They may be awalting the time 
when figures of earnings can be submitted 
as a basis for judging the value of the com- 
pany’s securities. What the company will 
be able to earn must still remain a matter 
of demonstration. Its friends, naturally, are 
enthusiastic, but a coincidence of self-inter- 
est and enthusiasm is not rare.

NEW CLEARING HOUSE RULE 
HITS MAIL ORDER BUSINESS. 


Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


Conditions in the wholesale trade are re- 
ported to .have been satisfactory during 
the last week. While the wholesale trade 
is naturally more or less dull at this time 
of year, there has been less slackening of 
the demand this year than for several years 
past. The present volume of business does 
not, of course, equal the high records made 
in recent months, but that is not expected. 
In no branch of the wholesale trade is any 
curtailment of output reported. On the 
contrary, mills and factories generally are 
keeping up their usual output, basing their 
actvity on the large amount of future orders 
received. In many cases the mills have been 
so far behind that the present slight respite 
in the rush of orders is welcomed as allow- 
ing an opportunity to catch up with back con- 
tracts. 

In the iren and steel business there is much 
consideration of plans for future construc- 
tion, and plans are being made fer an un- 
exampled output of structural] steel and fron 
material the coming year. Undertakings of 
great magnitude are contemplated in railway 
building, shipbuflding, and the building of 
new factories and enlargement of old ones. 
The mills are consequently working full time 
now fulfilling overdue contracts and making 
heavy preparations for new business, 

The general movement of merchandise 
other than grain shows no signs of decreas- 
ing. Railway gross earnings show a steady 
increase, indicating an uhprecedented vol- 
ume of traffic. Freer shipments of coal from | 
the mines have been. favored by milder 
weather, but the same factor has served to 
curtail consumption to some extent. Coal 
dealers are thus enabled to lay in their sup- 
plies and to provide against a scarcity later 
on. The car situation both east and west 
shows little sign of improving. Special com- 


Exchange to Be Charged for Cashing 
Personal Checks on Out of Town 
Banks After Jan. 2. 


Big mail erder houses will be hit hard by 
a decision secretly reached by the Chicago 
Clearing House association last Tuesday. A 
rule was adopted requiring every bank in 
the association to charge exchange on all 
checks @rawn on out of town banks. The 
merchants did not learn of the new rule 
until Saturday. 

“The rule will be a hard, blow to the san 
order business of Chicago,” said Emanuel 
Mandel, of the Mandel Brothers’ depart- 
ment store. ‘It might work well with mer- 
chants here, but how about the custemer in 
Texas, say, who sends a personal check for 
merchandise.” 

W. E. Street, secretary and manager of 
the Clearing House aseociation, explained 
that the new rule, which will go into effect 
on Jan. 2, is similar to rules in force tn St. 
Louis and New York City.

LONDON EXPECTS REVIVAL. 


Stock Market Conditions Preceding 
Holideys Such as to Presage Rally 
at Turn of Year. 


[BY CABIZ TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.)

LONDON, Dec. 17.—While business on the 

stoek market in the last account of the 
vear Is apt to be perfunctory, on the whole 
the stock exchange is doing more than it 
usually does within ten days of the Christ- 
mas holidays. Investment orflers continue 
to trickle tn, and there ts a little speculative 
activity in Americans, though the feeling 
is that the man who leaves Americans alone 
over Christmas will be best off. 

It is becoming quite fashionable to gamble 

in' Russian bonds, despite the dangers of 
the market, and Japanese issues are not for 
a moment lees noticed. Strong speculation 
on both sides of the account has whirled 
Peruvian corporation issues and provincial 
cedulas to the front. General investment 
is waiting on the end of the year, but se 
curities that yield between 4 and 5 per cent 
are in demand. 
' With an early recovery in markets a 
decided improvement in consols and in all 
British securities would be looked for, be- 
cause it is reasonably certain the new gov- 
ernment will provide an effective sinking 
fund, and with that there should follow a 
material reduction in debt and, consequent- 
ly, an improvement in credit. 

* Assuming that the flurry im the money 
markets will come to an end at the latest 
in Mareh, and that peace is maintained, 
trade, which already is steadily growing 
better, will improve more actively,’ says 
the Statist. “ Railway traffic will increase, 
and the companies will be in a position to 
declare better dividends, and the same state 
of things will influence good industrial com- 
panies.” 

The directors of the Bank of England gen- 
erally are congratulatd on the prompt and 
effective measures they took this week to 
recover control of the market. The bank is 
charging 5 per cent for loans, and the dis- 
count rate in the open market has gone 
up to over 3% pen cent. 


IN FOREIGN MONEY MARKETS. 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—Money was in acthve de- 
mand in the market today and supplies wtre re- 
stricted. Discounts were disorganized owing to 
the hardening of money. Operators on the stock 
exchange were idle and the transactions were un- 
interesting. Consols quiet. Home rails feature- 
less. Americans opened steady and moved ir- 
regularly on either side of parity. Union Pacific 
hardened, Southern railroad and Baltimore and 
Ohio eased. United States Steel was supported and 
Canadian Pacific Improved. Stocks closed gen- 
erally steady. Coppers were depressed on the 
continued Russian unrest. Russian imperial 4s 
closed at 79%. Japanese were supported. Kaffirs 
were affected by the money situation. Rhodeslans 
were dull owing to the decreased output for No- 
vember and Japanese 6s of 1904 were quoted at 
102%.

Varying advices on the condition of the 
Argentine crop and the progress of the har- 
vest, rains and damage reported one day only 
ag a fule to be followed by reports of more 
favorable weather with denials of any ma- 
terial damage, caused moderate fluctuations 
in the wheat market during the last: week. 

Increasing dullness of speculativeftrade, a 
usual incident of the holiday season \but set- 
ting in a little earlier this year thd@n usual, 
prevented more than fractional advances. 

On the other hand, the general firmness in 
cash markets and an occasional show of sup- 
port by the Armour interest prevemed more 
than moderate and temporary declines until 
Saturday. Then, when traders had become 
educated to expect support on smalliefractional 
declines, selling became heavy andgvbreak of 
lc was forced, the loss for the week being the 
same as that for the day, The estire range 
in May was only 1c. 

Flour trade has been dull and aspnillers are 
no more inclined than flour buyers to start 
up heavily at the end of the year, milling de- 
mand has only been moderate and modic, 
but as receipts are small, firm pices have 
been maintained. There were moddrate sales 
to Mexico during the week from the south- 
west and sales of about 100,000 bufow grade 
hard winter wheat to Europe w claimed. 
But bids for good milling wheat were, as a 
rule,much under the market, thoggh coming 
closer to it on Saturday. Demand for Man- 
itobas for export has been a little Zivelier, but 
there are liberal stocks at Buffalo on sea-

Argentine Surplus. B 
There have been reports of continued 
drought in India, accompanied by claims that 
the damage so far is not acute, Argentine 
advices are mixed. There is nothing to indi- 
cate serious crop damage, and, as there was 
an increase of 15 per cent in the area, the 
exportable surplus ought to exmeed the fig- 
ures of the last year, now sligiatly in excess 
of 110,000,000 bu. Estimates ramge from that 
figure to 130,000,000 bu. The surplus has yet 
to be sold, recent advices from Europe claim- 
ing that offers so far have been small. By 
May arrivals of Argentine wheat in Europe 
should be heavy. In the meantime Russia 
is still shipping large quantities in spite of 
internal disorders a 4 an alleged short crop. 
The loca] visible supply, acoording to offi- 
cial figures, is 2,500,000 bu less than a year 
ago, but interior elevator stocks in the north- 
west are much larger. The Minneapolis 
Market Record claims only: 40 per cent o 
the crop in the northwest was delivered a 
terminal markets, Minneapolis and Duluth, 
up to Dec. 1, compared with a normal ab- 
sorption of 50 per cent. Lack of cars has 
held the wheat back in the country. B. F. 
Howard of the Daily Trade Bulletin esti- 
mates that on Dec. 1 there remainéd for ex- 
port for seven months and for supplies on 
hand on July 1, 1906, about ‘210,000,000 bu.
